Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant and examiner discussed the rejection of claims 18 and 20 
over the above listed patents. The examiner explained how Palmer was being used as an alternative releasable 
coupling that one skilled in the art would be motivated to use for providing a traction force between a retrieval device 
and a filter. The coupling of Palermo was also discussed and applicant and examiner agreed that Palermo fails to show 
the annular surface of claim 18 or the curved wall spaced axially from the hook to provide a camming surface for the 
retrieval sheath as required by claim 20.
